Begin-
ning with the third day, turn the eggs
bhalf over moruing and evening uuntil
they begin toc pip, ahout the eighteenth
day. They will hatch too soon If yon
run your machine too high or drag
along if you run a low heat. Neither
is good. 'The latter will stick chicks
in the shell. You will forget some-
times, We left a tray of eggs cool
two hours last summer, yet they hatch-
el. We left an incibator door open
till the eggs got cold while the chicks
were pleking the shell, Got a good
hatch. Wonders will never cease even
if we are dumb and have good forget-
ters, Bo don't ery if scmething llke
that happens and throw the hatch out
You can tell by a test when the eggs
get hot if they are pretty well devel-
oped. They'll wiggle In the sbell
Don't let gome of these incubator in-
gtractions scare you, The more rank
some mochines are the more partico-
lar and extensive the code of rules to
run them by and the more loopholes
and technlcalitles for escaping a re-
fund when the smash comes,

Watch that thermometer, If the sii-
wver thread Is not solld, but keeps di-
viding, throw it out. An alr space In
that thread may make a little speck
at the end yoon overlook. You may
run one point at 103 degrees, while the
little speck Is the real end and roast-
ing your chicks at 110,

Some sprinkle the eggs with warm
water the eighteenth day. We use the
machine with the big wet 'sand tray,
and it does daudy. If you have a ma-
chine llke ours, you don't have to rock
the Incubator cradle all night.
